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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are drawn 
to a tablet comprising fosinopril sodium as the active ingredient and zinc stearate as the 
lubricant. Since stearate along with calcium, and magnesium stearate are seen as equal in the art 
regarding the lubrication of pharmaceutical tablets, it would be expected that these lubricants 
behave similarly in composition. However applicant has found unexpectedly that calcium and 
magnesium stearate allow significantly higher degradation to the fosinopril sodium than zinc 
stearate. While tablets comprising low amounts of zinc stearate have only 1.7% degradation 
after two weeks while magnesium and calcium stearate resulted in 46.2% and 75.5% degradation 
over the same period of time with an identical percentage of lubricant. Since the prior art posits 
magnesium, calcium and zinc stearate as equivalents there would be no motivation to choose one 
over the other or to expect zinc to out perform the others. For these reasons the claims of the 
instant invention are patentable over the prior art.
